It was not brought 
out at the hearing whether the two 
had ever been married. 


Police said the name of the In- 


diana man was known to them and 
that they were checking on his 
activities. Authorities have made 
plaster casts of automobile tracks 
leading to the secluded spot where 
Miss Shryock's body was found. 


An autopsy disclosed she had 


not been raped. 


Man Fatally Beaten 


Meanwhile, authorities investi- 


gated the fatal beating of Otto 
Kopp, 73.

gagged, and beaten until his skull 
was fractured and his jaw broken 
on both sides.

In spite of the fact that Whiteside County has three 


candidates for Representative, and that since Lee County 
las only one, therefore making possible for Lee County to 
)e frozen out in tomorrow's Republican primary election, and 
in spite of the fact that it is impossible for Whiteside to be 
eft out, since there are two candidates to be elected, the 
Sterling Gazette came forth with an editorial Saturday night 
asking plumped votes for George Brydia, one of the White- 
ide candidates.

If the present trend continues, 


the Rockfora office of the Social 
Security board may consider itself 
in the million dollar class by the 
end of 1947. As of March 30, 1946, 
3,867 beneficiaries on its rolls were 
entitled to monthly benefits of 
$74,991.41, according to Melvin 
H. Wunsch, manager of the local 
otfice. 


This monthly total went up S7,- 


417.21 during the first quarter of 
this year. During that quarter, the 
local office also approved claims 
for 516,471.60 in lump sum burial 
benefits in 113 cases where no one 
entitled to monthly benefits sur- 
vide the deceased wage earner. 


These figures do not represent 


the total of those who could be 
entitled to benefits if they ap- 
plied. There are many wage earn- 
ers over 65 \vho have not applied 
because they are continuing work.

purely to food and transport But 
$200.000,000 remains the rock bot- 
tom figure of the project. 


Gen. Clay said. "The American 


zone has never been self-sufficieni. 
It is lacking in natural resources 
except wood and potash. It can 
not raise enough food to support 
itself and most of its industries 
were of the assembly line type, 
with raw material coming from 
other zones." 


With a decentralized Germany 


these raw materials are not com- 
ing from other zones. As a re- 
sult the American zone has a per- 
manent deficit that must be made 
up by American or the Germans 
will face starvation.

The Russian zone is the richest 


01 all zones with both natural re- 
sources in coal and factories and 
a food surplus. Thus it is on the 
:redit side of the German ledger. 


The French zone, much smaller 


than the oth^r three, also is a 
debit area for much the same rea- 
son as is the American zone. But 
it also could be made self-support- 
ing if it were tied into the econo- 
my of France as it used to be tied 
into a united Germany. 


But if the American zone were 


tied into the 
economy of 
the 


United States, it would have to 
manufacture textiles and other 
products that would compete with 
.roods already 
being 
made 
in 


America and it would involve a 
costly transportation procedure. 


Theoretically, 
the 
Germans 


themselves are paying for the 
United States food and fuel they 
are using but they are doing so in 
blocked marks.

1943 was a "new alcoholic," Mrs. 
D Leigh Colvin, president of the 
Woman's 
Christian 
Temperance 


urion, said recently. 


Mrs Colvin,, speaking in Evans- 


ton before a seminar of state and 
national W. C. T. U. officers, said 
that census figures show that of 
1087201 persors 
committed to 


mental institutions for the 10 
year period, 119,911 were 'first 
admission alcoholics." In 
addi- 


tion to these, Mrs. Colvin said, re- 


admissions of previously cured al- 
coholics 
averaged 
about 
3,500 


yearly. 


"This means," Mrs. Colvin said, 


•'that alcoholism, as such, has be- 
come one of the major mental 
problems of our day 
It ranks 


first among causes without psy- 
chosis for confinements to asylums 
and is the sixth leading "ause of 
admissions with psychosis." 


She said that the number of al- 


coholics committed has 
jumped 


fiom 3,760 in 1922—"year of peak 
prohibition enforcement" —to an 
average Df nearlv 12,000 new cas 
es annually. The number «f worn 
en committed .or alcoholism, sh 
said, has increased from 400 in 
1922 to 1,854 in 1943 "due largel.v 
to the alcoholic beverage indus- 
try's drive to glamorize drinking." 
- Exchange.
